Throughout American history 


(he Navy, in effect, luis found 
itself sc'iitlled after each wnv, 
only to bo. hurriedly expanded 
ami modernized when a conflict 
breaks out. 


The war in Vietnam is an 


exception, 
but 
an unfortunate 


one. The U.S. fleet has continued 
to shrink and grow old, despite 
the fact that ships provided the 
E 


iain link between the United 
tfttes and Southeast Asia. The 


Navy had 982 ships in 10G8 but 
has only 740 at present. Half of 
its v e s s e l s were 
constructed 


around World War II. 
j The Navy estimates that the 
jverage vessel 
begins 
having: 


major mechanical trouble after 
20 years and is a rusted-out hulk 
0fter 10 more. The average age 
of the present, active fleet is 16.4 
years, with too few ships planned 
(Svcu for replacement, let alone 
for expansion. 
- At the same time the Soviets 
are enlarging their navy with 
modern, rocket-firing ships. The 
USSR's determined push to build 
a 
navy 
is 
evidenced 
in 
its 


permanent presence in the East- 


ern Mediterranean and frequent 
visits to the Caribbean, formerly 
private lakes of the U.S. Navy. 


The U.S. fleet 
was once a 


stabilizing factor in the Mideast, 
enabling President Eisenhower to 
p r e v e n t a Comnmnist-backed 
takeover in Lebanon 
in 1968. 


Now the American Navy faces a 
Soviet challenger which already 
has bases in Egypt, Syria and 
Algeria, and is negotiating for 
the old British seaba.se on the 
island of Malta which was a 
strategic key to the defeat of the 
Germans 
in North

World War II. 


Sen. Mark Hatfield, R-Oregon, 


a leader in the battle to prevent 
modernization of the Navy, ques- 
tions whether there will ever be a- 
non-nuclear sea battle between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. The lack of an American 
fleet, however, makes it all the 
more 
likely that 
the 
United 


States, in a showdown with the 
USSR, would have to rely on 
nuclear weapons, having insuffi- 
cient armaments to fight any 
other kind of war.

Fa!l-out from 
the coup and 


counter-coup that struck Bolivia 
early this month is likely to be 
felt well beyond the frontiers of 
the remote Andean nation. The 
apparent victory of leftist Gen. 
Juan Jose Torres could result in 
the formation of nationalist, anti- 
Yankee bloc on the western side 
of South America. 


Up until now, the most drastic 


actions have been taken in Peru, 
where a military junta headed by 
Gen. Juan Velasco Aivorado has 
expropriated or purchased se- 
veral American-owned companies 
and

Ovando headed the 
country's 


182nd government since it won 
independence from Spain in 1810. 
Bolivia's political anarchy is the 
counterpoint of her economic and 
social misery. Tin has been the 
country's major source of reve- 
nue 
in this 
century and 
her 


economy has 
risen 
and fallen 


with the world price of the metal. 


Despite its backwardness and 


lemotcne.ss, Bolivia experienced 
one of Latin America's few social 
revolutions in 1952, when 
the 


leftist - nationalist National Re- 
volutionary Movement — known 
as the M.N.K. from its initials in 
Spanish — seized control and 
expelled the tin barons. Dominat- 
ed by Victor Pax Estenssoro, a 
one-time economics professor, the 
M.N.I', ruled for twelve years, 
making wide-spread social" and 
economic reforms. 


But many of the changes such 


as land reform and union control 
of the tin 
mines were poorly 


administered. Repression set in 
and Pax. made the mistake of 
trying to remain in office. On 
Nov.

Sound Trucks 


To one bystander, a blaring 


sound truck is a form of noise 
pollution, fouling the public air. 
But to another, the same truck 
is a healthful exercise in the 
right of tree speech. 


Which view is correct? With 


increasing frequency, our courts 
are being called upon to decide. 


T h e y 
b e g i n 
w ith the 


proposition 
that 
freedom 
of 


speech 
is 
not 
an 
absolute, 


unlimited right. In one case, a 
city ordinance forbade sound 
trucks from making "loud and 
raucous noises." A local union, 
embroiled in a labor dispute, 
challenged the ordinance as an 
u n c o nstitutional interference 
with free spce.ch. 
FROWN ON BAN 


But the court turned down 


this 
objection.The 
court said 


that, in the name of peace and 
tranrjuility, 
a community 
had 


the right to hold noise down to a 
moderate level. 


However, 
while 
reasonable 


restrictions are all right, most 
courts frown on efforts -to ban 
sound trucks altogether. When a 
city tried a ban of this kind, a 
union -again took the matter to. 
court: 


At 
the 
hearing, 
the 
city 


argued that the union could'usc 
some other, quieter means of 
getting its message across to 
the public. But the court held the 
ban 
unconstitutional, 
saying: 


"In certain instances, the sound 
truck may be the only practical 
means tor 
communication of 


opinion. 
The 
right 
of 
free 


speech 
is 
worthless 
in 
the 


absence of a meaningful method 
of ils expression." 


Anolher city passed an ordi- 


nance saying that sound trucks 
could 
he used, provided the 


chief of police first gave his 
permission. However, the ordi- 
nance said nothing at nil about 
any 
guidelines on which the 


chief's, approval or disapproval 
should he based. 


Here, too, when the oi-dimincc 


was challenged in a lest case, 
the court saw danger to free- 
dom of speech, especially in the 
realm of politics.

FORGET PHILOSOPHY 


"Our function should 
be to 


determine what the law is, not 
what we want it to be. "I have 
said often, and believe, that it 
would be well for many Su- 
preme court justices to get rid 
of their philosophy books and to 
dust off and start reading law 
books again." 


Dethmers said 
there is no 


backlog of cases in the State 
Supreme court but rising crimi- 
nal cases arc jamming lower 
courts. The new State Constitu- 
tion gives the Supreme court 
authority to recommend 
crea- 


tion of new judgeships to the 
Legislature which is required to 
follow the direction, he explain- 
ed. 


Dethmers said he pusbed hard 


and succeeded in the establish- 
ment of a state court adminis- 
trator post. The administrator 
has power to assign judges from 
less busy 
circuits 
to courts 


where they are most needed. 


He describes himself as oper-
